WE aro sorry to observe that, owing to 
a difference of opinion among the Trus- 
tees of the Belilios Scholarships, the 
sums set gpart under that ‘trust for 
encouraging education. in the Central 
School have for the present year been 
withheld. It may be remembored that 
the four original Belilica Scholarships 
were founded by the munificent, donor 
with the object (firstly) of inducin 
Chinese boys’ to study medicino, and, 
secondly, to foster tha study ‘of 
English in the Colony. As the. moriey 
had not been used for the . medical 
scholarships, it was agreed that tho ac- 
cumulated interest ‘should be utilised 
by giving two extra scholarships. to aid 
boys in the study of English. Every 
one will recollect the great outcry made 
by Governor Hennessy. in 1879-80 
concernine the urgency for teaching 
Huglish in the Government. Central

This 
place is situated upon a plain’ which forma 
a large basin in the middle of tho surround- 
ing mountains, and which is covered with 
rice fields and villages similar to those of 
the delta, The crest of the encircling 
mountains'are oasy of access and from their 
summits every detail of the interior ‘of the 
citadal'can bo distinctly ‘seen, Tho Intter 
could never resist for a single honr the fire 
of good artillery, which could operate from 
@ distance 500 metres, at the same timo 
commanding the village of Ki-luu, two kilo- 
metres distant and which is the central 
position of the Chinese regulars who are 
charged with the defence of Lang-son 
againat the rebels, 

In front of the South gate are two large 
grottoes in the rock, in the interior of 
which aro sculptured roand the sides num- 
bers of religious. statues. The entrance to 
one of these grottots, which is in the side 
of the hill, istwenty metres underground. 
One obtains an entrance to the cave by 
means of steps which are practicable to’ the 
uative-ponies, which are not shod. The 
inhabitants of the grottoes aro a priest, or 
bonze, and a number of bats. : 

Lang-son and. its eavirons is healthy ; 
tho country is rich in rice, cotton, and, 
above all in anise-seed ofl, a product which 
morits particular attention. ‘he population 
is vory hospitable, but the traco of Chineso 
is already noticeable. The dress of the 
natives ‘is no longer similar to that worn in 
the provinces of the basin of the Red River, 
it is a mixture of Chinese and Tongkinese. 
In all the villages there aro a great number 
of half-brveds; the Chinese merchants, with 
very few exceptions, having espoused native 
wives. _Muny of these traders ordinarily 
live at Hanoi, only coming to Lang-son

In the absence of the advantages dorivable 
from a high-class education, it would indeed 
bo a boon if the Government,. so praise-

Finangial 
reasons might pethaps discountenanco this 
useful project, but if the ‘material improve- 
ment and embellishment of the colony are 
zealously and liberally Jonked after, much 
more 80 should be those of the minds of its 
youthful inhabitants. Such a library would 
undoubtedly benefit and stimulate the stu- 
dious youths more than tho scholarships do. 

‘There are now in>the colony too many 
acholarships. The competition would be 
harder, and the succesa aweeter, if the 
honours were tess profuse, As to the 
Home Scholarship, it_is to be won- 
derad if a rudimental schoolboy, unless 
he be-a. prodigy, can, in tho allotted 
time of only four years, become a competent 
lawyer, physician or civil cngineer. Regard- 
ing the many other Scholarships, neither 
Victoria nor St. Joseph's College ts yet in 
a position to produce candidates worthy of 
auch valuable gifts. The training is simply 
elementary, :and even thus tho hoys do not 
seom to be efficient. About a year ago it 

R that_a Central School_boy was 
asked the meaning of the word ‘Commerce.’ 
To the astonishment of all present, he did 
not know it, and when: told to guess, ‘said 
after much hesitation that ‘it is the bench 
where judges sit upon.’ And yet hé was 
then in the highest class, Would it not bo 
better if money thus syuanderad in scholar- 
ships were spent in organising. 8 public 
library, benefiting pupils generally instead 
of individually? By so doing not only the’ 
aotual but also the former pupils of those 
institutions would improve. ‘Victoria and 
St. Josoph’s Colleges could not do better 
than ask from the donors permission to lay 
aside a scholarship each to supply the 
proposed: library with important future 
publications, 

Tf this proposal should meot the approval 
of our kind promoters of education, the li- 
brary would have to be under regulations 
and management different from those of 
the actual one, or the youths, principally 
those who are employed, would be “unable 
to onjoy the blessings derivable from it; 
and the present collection of books, which 
the new ono ‘would render unnacessary, 
might then be disposed of in the most fit- 
ting mannor, viz.—the Joans returned to 
the owners, and the donations generously 
and benelicially presented tothe Naval, 
Military and Police Forces, the. Temperance 
Hall, and the Sailors’ Home,- after reserv- 
ing 2 fow raro. volumes for the new library, 
which might be happily-called the Victoria 
Atheneum, . ; 

The good which might thus be gathered 
may bo. better imagined than. described, 
and J conelude here thanking you for the 
insortion of this in your valuable columns.
